Spring Is Coming. 


Spring is coming, (hough such weather as we have been 


having of late makes it seem -'n. ..long;-. way.. oft"..',. February 
brought much cold, as it usually does,' and the temperature 
paid no attention to the calendar when the latter-recorded.the 
entry of March. Then came,one of (he biggest snow storms 
of the season with conditions adapted to-the middle of winter. 
There was much shoveling to be done, highway, trolley and 
steam railroad .traffic were interfered with seriously in places, 
nnd there has not been a time since last November when it 
seenied more like real winter than it has for the last few days. 


But, as before staled, spriifg'is coming and it is not far dis- 


tant, notwithstanding appearances to the contrary. The time 
of year is at hand when winter, even in this latitude, must soon 
'yield lo the strength of the sun and (lie warm south winds; 
when the snow must disappear and when (he voices of the rob- 
ins and bluebirds will be heard in the land. The lawns will be 
green early, for they were green when the snow covered them 
months ago, and will in a few weeks.be spoiled with golden 
dandelions. 
Between now and then comes the maple sugar 


season, which brings not only joy, but profit, to many sections 
of the eastern stales, and Ihe transition.will be so rapid that 
ere we are aware if will be lime for pulling seeds inlo Ihe 
ground. 
• 


We in (his part of Ihe country live in a somewhat remark- 


able climate. In the course of (he year the temperature ranges 
from polar to tropical, and there are times when the changes 
are so, sudden and severe as lo be very trying lo health and 
patience, yel il is quite possible that in Ihe course of Ihe twelve 
months Ihere is as much comfort lo be found here as in any 
part of the country or Ihe world. 
Winter is'not so terrible 


where there has been suitable preparation for i(s rigors, and is 
not.without ifs comforts and enjoyments, although we are al- 
ways ready to see it go. 
, 


And il does go, though there are times when il seems as if il 


neVer would. 
II usually makes a stubborn defense, as il has 


been doing of late, but its fortifications of snow and ice in- 
variably have lo yield lo southerly breezes.and an ascending 
sun,
